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SECRETARY'S  REPORT  FROST  FREE  LIBRARY 

1945-1946 


The  Annual  Meeting  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Frost  Free 
Library  was  held  at  the  Library  on  October  21st,  1946  at 
8  p.  m.,  with  Mr.  Rufus  S.  Frost,  President,  presiding. 

The  meeting  was  opened  with  prayer  by  Rev.  Mar- 
shall O.  Eck. 

The  records  of  the  last  Annual  Meeting  were  read 
and  approved. 

In  the  absence  of  the  Treasurer,  Mr.  Charles  T.  Rich- 
ardson read  the  Treasurer's  Report  which  showed  that 
there  had  been  a  total  of  expenditures  of  $756.88  during 
the  past  year,  and  there  was  a  balance  of  $76.87  on 
October  1,  1947.  Mr.  Richardson  also  read  the  Auditor's 
report.  Both  reports  were  accepted  as  read. 

The  Librarian,  Mrs.  Helena  Croteau,  gave  an  inter- 
esting report,  showing  that  the  Library  had  been  opened 
111  times  during  the  past  year,  and  that  a  total  of  4,178 
books  had  been  in  circulation.  The  State  Library  of  Con- 
cord had  also  loaned  us  150  juvenile  books  for  use  in  the 
schools.  171  new  books  were  purchased  during  the  year, 
and  20  books  were  donated.  Beside  this  number,  Mrs. 
Ella  Talmadge  donated  a  number  of  books,  when  she  broke 
up  her  home,  which  are  being  reviewed,  and  all  which  can 
be  used  will  be  placed  in  the  Library.  The  W.  C.  T.  U.  gave 
the  book  "The  Great  White  Hills  of  New  Hampshire"  by 
Ernest  Poole,  in  memory  of  Charles  Beverly  Coutts,  who 
was  lost  in  action  during  World  War  2. 

Due  to  ill  health,  Mrs.  Croteau  was  absent  from  the 
Library  for  six  months  or  more,  and  her  work  was  carried 
on  by  Mrs.  Mabelle  F.  Page,  with  Mrs.  Shirley  Martin, 
assisting.  Mrs.  Page  did  a  great  deal  of  extra  work  there, 
rearranging  book  shelves  and  the  lighting  arrangements, 
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making  the  Library  more  attractive  and  also  more  con- 
venient for  the  Patrons  of  the  Library. 

The  fence  around  the  Library  needs  straightening  and 
also  is  was  felt  that  the  small  ash  trees  which  had  been 
placed  in  front  of  the  Library  should  be  removed.  This 
work  was  left  in  the  hands  of  Mr.  Charles  Webb,  to  attend 
to.  Mr.  Charles  T.  Richardson  and  Mr.  George  O.  Smith 
were  appointed  a  committee  to  attend  to  the  supply  of 
fuel. 

The  Trustees  of  the  Library  feel  that  they  are  fortu- 
nate in  having  so  faithful  and  efficient  and  interested  a 
person  as  Mr.  George  O.  Smith  for  Janitor.  We  are  very 
grateful  to  him  for  his  spirit  of  co-operation  at  all 
times.  It  was  considered  necessary  and  voted  to  ask  the 
Town  to  appropriate  $500.00  to  assist  in  maintenance  of 
the  Library  for  the  year  1947. 

The  following  officers  were  elected:  President,  Mr. 
Rufus  S.  Frost;  Vice-President,  Mrs.  Mabelle  F.  Page; 
Secretary-Treasurer,  Ruth  E.  Hemenway;  Auditor,  Mr. 
Charles  T.  Richardson;  Librarian,  Mrs.  Helena  Croteau; 
Executive  Board,  The  Trustees,  Selectmen  of  Marlboro  and 
Pastors  of  Marlboro;  Book  Committee,  Mrs.  Page,  Miss 
Hemenway  and  Librarian.

LIBRARIAN'S  REPORT 


October  19,  1946. 

To  the  President  and  Trustees  of  the  Frost  Free  Lib- 
rary the  Librarian  submits  the  following  report  for  the 
year  ending  October  19,  1946. 

The  library  has  been  open  105  times  with  a  total  cir- 
culation of  4,178  books,  2,669  of  which  were  adultxfiction, 
1,297  juvenile  fiction  and  212  non-fiction.  Besides  this, 
150  juvenile  books  were  obtained  from  the  State  library 
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and  used  at  the  schools.  Of  these  we  have  no  record  of 
circulation. 

The  total  circulation  of  magazines  was  about  2,000. 
"Tune  In,"  a  radio  magazine  was  added  to  the  library 
subscription  list  making  a  total  of  46.  Of  these  5  have 
been  donated.  We  are  again  grateful  to  the  W.  C.  T.  U. 
and  Mrs.  DeForest  for  several  monthly  magazines. 

There  was  quite  a  let  down  in  the  circulation  of 
magazines  as  well  as  books  during  the  summer.  No  doubt 
this  was  due  to  increased  travel  following  the  restrictions 
of  the  war.  At  present  there  is  much  more  reading. 

191  books  have  been  added  during  the  year.  20  of  these 
being  gifts.  Quite  a  number  of  replacements  of  standard 
books  such  as  High  School  requirements  have  been  in 
this  number  but  quite  a  few  more  are  needed  to  make  the 
library  most  useful. 

The  W.  C.  T.  U.  gave  a  copy  of  "Great  White  Hills  of 
New  Hampshire,"  by  Ernest  Poole  in  memory  of  2nd 
Lieut.  Charles  Beverly  Coutts.  It  is  an  excellent  book 
and  one  which  is  very  worthwhile  reading  especially  for 
anyone  interested  in  our  state.  All  parts  of  New  Hamp- 
shire are  included  in  it  in  one  way  or  another. 

During  my  absence  of  about  6  months  Mrs.  Mabelle 
Page  took  over.  She  spent  many  hours  here  outside  of 
library  time.  One  very  noticeable  change  made  was  in  the 
arrangement  of  the  bookcases  and  lights  to  correspond. 

The  reading  table  has  been  very  much  used  this  year 
especially  on  Wednesday  evenings  by  the  High  School 
pupils. 

At  this  time  we  wish  to  extend  our  thanks  to  the 
Frost  heirs  and  to  all  those  who  have  co-operated  to  make 
the  past  year  a  pleasant  and  worthwhile  one  for  the 
library  patrons  and  the  librarians.

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MARLBORO  COMMUNITY  NURSING  ASSOCIATION 


To  the  Marlboro  Community  Nursing  Association 
the  president  presents  the  following  report  for  the  year 
ending  December  30,  1946. 

Miss  Robbins  left  our  community  for  another  position 
last  December  30.  We  were  still  without  any  resident  doc- 
tor and  a  shortage  of  both  nurses  and  doctors.  The 
change  of  working  hours  in  a  day  for  nurses  from  12  to 
8  left  us  with  a  difficult  situation. 

Miss  Cora  Lambert  very  willingly  and  capably  carried 
on  the  work  of  the  Association  during  the  month  of 
January.  We  are  very  grateful  to  her  for  her  assistance 
for  without  the  use  of  a  car  it  was  not  particularly  easy. 

Very  many  interviews  and  contacts  were  made  by  the 
committee.  At  last  we  were  fortunate  in  contacting  Miss 
Ruth  Nichols  who  was  on  terminal  leave  from  the  army. 
It  took  a  little  time  to  get  things  into  working  order  as 
among  other  things  she  had  to  get  a  car.  So,  May  5  she 
officially  took  over  as  our  district  nurse.  She  came  to  us 
very  highly  recommended  by  the  state  board  of  health 
and  has  many  years  experience  in  this  line  of  work. 

Because  of  increased  expenditures  due  to  a  raise  in 
salary  and  general  conditions  the  town  was  asked  for  an 
appropriation  of  $1,000.00.  The  fee  for  a  call  was  raised 
from  75  cents  to  a  dollar.  This  was  also  done  by  the  insur- 
ance companies  as  well  as  surrounding  towns. 

We  wish  at  this  time  to  express  our  thanks  and 
gratitude  to  all  who  have  been  so  patient  and  helpful  to 
the  association  in  any  way  whatsoever,  financially,  with 
the  use  of  their  car  and  time  or  otherwise.

I  hereby  submit  my  annual  report  covering  the  period 
from  Jan.  1,  1946  to  Jan.  1,  1947,  (less  4  months). 

The  aim  of  the  Nursing  Service  has  been: —  (1)  To 
give  bedside  care  to  those  who  are  ill.  (2)  To  instruct  those 
caring  for  the  sick  the  importance  of  cleanliness,  protec- 
tion of  others  in  the  home  and  to  teach  simple  procedures 
involved  in  giving  nursing  care  in  the  absence  of  the 
nurse.  (3)  To  find  through  an  annual  physical  examina- 
tion of  each  school  child  such  symptoms  as  will  tend  to 
retard  his  progress  in  school.  And  assist  needy  children 
to  secure  corrections.  (4)  For  protection  of  the  school  to 
exclude  any  pupils  showing  symptoms  of  a  communicable 
disease  and  assist  the  parents  to  correct  the  condition  so 
the  child  may  return  to  school  promptly.

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REPORT  OF  INVESTIGATING  COMMITTEE 
ON  WATER  SUPPLY  SYSTEM 


Report  of  the  committee  designated  by  the  March 
1946  town  meeting  to  investigate  the  need  and  practicabi- 
lity of  obtaining  a  water  supply  system,  a  sewerage  system 
and  a  sewerage  disposal  plant. 

AUTHORIZATION 

At  the  March  1946  town  meeting  a  committee  of  three 
was  elected  to  investigate  and  report  to  the  next  town 
meeting  on  water  and  sewerage. 

The  sum  of  Five  Hundred  Dollars  was  raised  and  ap- 
propriated to  carry  out  the  investigation. 

A  committee  of  three  was  elected  consisting  of  Wilfred 
Arsenault,  chairman,  Edward  S.  L'heureux,  member, 
and  Arthur  A.  Croteau,  member.  The  committee  has  at- 
tended to  its  duties  and  submits  herewith  the  following 
findings  with  recommendations. 

FINDINGS 

The  committee  finds  that  there  is  an  urgent  need  for 
the  installation  of  water  works,  a  sewerage  system  and  a 
sewerage  disposal  plant.  The  need  of  such  facilities  within 
the  compact  part  of  the  town  has  long  been  known. 

The  committee's  investigation  for  a  source  of  supply 
of  water  has  resulted  in  the  conclusion  that  the  best  and 
most  constant  supply  can  be  obtained  by  the  utilization 
of  Stone  Pond. 

Stone  Pond  is  located  at  an  altitude  of  1295  feet  and 
contains  64.92  acres  of  water  body.  Of  this  total 
acreage  58.74  acres  lie  in  the  Town  of  Marlboro  and 
6.18  acres  in  the  Town  of  Dublin.  The  Pond  has 
a  water  shed  of  about  one  and  one-half  square  miles 
and    should    furnish    a    run-off    of    approximately    one 
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million  gallons  a  day.  Several  tests  have  been  made 
of  the  water  and  the  results  obtained  show  the  water 
to  be  of  excellent  quality  and  free  from  contamination. 
Observation  of  the  supply  warrants  the  conclusion  that 
the  Pond  maintains  a  fairly  constant  level  of  supply.  A 
level  which  should  be  adequate  to  meet  the  needs  for  some 
time  to  come. 

It  is  the  committee's  opinion  that,  whereas  there  are, 
in  the  compact  part  of  the  town,  approximately  200 
owner  occupied  homes  and  approximately  100  tenent  oc- 
cupied houses  in  which  approximately  one  thousand  peo- 
ple live,  an  adequate  sewerage  system  is  not  only  desirable 
but  is  badly  needed. 

If  a  sewerage  system  is  installed  it  will  become  neces- 
sary to  erect  and  maintain  a  sewerage  disposal  plant.  This 
latter  recommendation  is  predicted  upon  future  needs, 
recommendation  of  the  State  Board  of  Health  and  in  anti- 
cipation of  action  taken  by  the  present  legislature  rela- 
tive to  the  pollution  of  streams.  The  only  stream  available 
to  receive  sewerage  is  the  Minnewawa  Brook  which  ulti- 
mately runs  into  Swanzey  Pond.  Utilization  of  this  stream 
would  be  prohibited  by  the  State  Board  of  Health.  Many 
people  use  Swanzey  Pond  for  swimming  and  other  recrea- 
tional purposes. 

The  committee  finds  that  at  this  time  the  town  does 
not  own  or  control  water  rights  in  Stone  Pond  and  recom- 
mends that  immediate  steps  be  taken  to  obtain  same. 

FINANCING  OF  COMPLETE  PLANS  AND 
SPECIFICATIONS 

The  Bureau  of  Community  Facilities  of  the  Federal 
Works  Agency,  upon  application  by  the  town,  will  make 
available  funds  for  the  preparation  of  complete  plans  and 
specifications  for  the  construction  of  a  definite  project. 
Any  advance  made  will  be  repaid  to  the  Federal  Govern- 
ment when  the  construction  of  the  specific  project  so 
planned  is  undertaken.  It  is  the  understanding  of  your 
committee  that  if  the  project  does  not  go  forward  as 
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planned  the  money  advanced  by  the  Federal  Government 
is  not  repaid. 

If  the  town  desires  to  avail  itself  of  an  allotment  from 
the  Federal  Government  it  must  decide,  at  either  a  special 
or  regular  town  meeting,  upon  a  definite  project  and 
authorize  the  employment  of  an  engineer  or  engineers  for 
the  preparation  of  plans  and  specifications,  and  further 
authorize  the  town  to  enter  into  a  written  agreement  with 
the  United  States  of  America  for  an  advance  for  the  prep- 
aration of  plans  and  specifications  for  the  project  pursu- 
ant to  whatever  federal  authorization  may  be  in  effect  at 
the  time. 

FINANCING 

Under  the  present  law  a  limitation  of  twenty  years  is 
placed  upon  the  time  in  which  to  pay  for  a  project  such 
as  we  have  proposed  through  the  issuance  of  bonds  or 
notes.  The  committee  suggests  that  authorization  be 
sought  from  the  present  legislature  (1947)  to  extend  by 
a  private  act  the  period  of  payment  to  thirty  years.  It  is 
permissible  for  the  legislature  to  take  such  action  and  has 
done  so  in  other  situations.  It  is  suggested  that  the  follow- 
ing bill  be  immediately  introduced  in  the  legislature: 

Be  it  enacted  by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representa- 
tives in  General  Court  convened: 

1.  AUTHORIZATION.  The  town  of  Marlboro  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  construct  and  main- 
tain such  water  works,  sewerage  system  and  sewerage 
disposal  plant  as  it  may  deem  necessary  to  comply  with 
the  requirements  of  the  state  board  of  health  relative 
thereto.  Said  town  may  determine  whether  said  construc- 
tion and  maintenance  shall  be  paid  by  assessment  of 
water  rents  or  by  the  issuance  of  bonds  or  notes  of  the 
town,  or  both.  In  case  such  assessments  are  made  the  select- 
men may  assess  the  same  to  be  paid  in  annual  installments 
extending  over  a  period  not  exceeding  thirty  years. 

2.  BONDS  OR  NOTES.  The  town  of  Marlboro  is 
hereby  authorized  and  empowered  to  issue  on  the  credit  of 
the  town  serial  bonds  or  notes  for  the  purpose  of  providing 
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funds  for  the  water  works,  sewerage  system  and  sewerage 
disposal  plant,  as  provided  in  section  1,  or  any  part  thereof, 
to  such  an  amount  as  it  may  deem  necessary.  The  serial 
bonds  or  notes  issued  in  accordance  with  the  provisions 
hereof  shall  be  due  and  payable  at  such  times,  not  more 
than  thirty  years  from  their  date  of  issue,  in  such  manner 
and  with  such  provisions  as  the  selectmen  may  determine. 

3.  DEBT  LIMIT.  In  ascertaining  and  fixing  the  net 
debt  of  the  town  of  Marlboro,  under  the  provisions  of  chap- 
ter 72  of  the  Revised  Laws,  all  indebtedness  incurred  under 
the  authority  of  this  act  shall  be  deducted. 

4.  APPLICATION  OF  LAWS.  Except  as  heretofore 
otherwise  provided,  the  provisions  of  chapter  188  of  the  Re- 
vised Laws,  relative  to  sewers,  and  the  provisions  of  chapter 
72  of  the  Revised  Laws,  relative  to  municipal  bonds,  shall 
apply  to  the  water  works,  sewerage  system  and  sewerage 
disposal  plant  of  the  town  of  Marlboro  and  to  bonds  and 
notes  herein  authorized. 

5.  TAKES  EFFECT.  This  act  shall  take  effect  upon 
its  passage. 

If  it  is  decided  at  the  March  town  meeting  to  go  ahead 
with  these  projects  it  will  be  necessary  to  create  a  new 
committee  for  the  purpose  of  obtaining  the  complete  plans 
and  specifications  for  the  project,  and  that  such  commit- 
tee and  the  selectmen  have  the  authority  to  enter  into  a 
written  agreement  with  the  United  States  of  America  for 
an  advance  for  the  preparation  of  the  plans  and  specifica- 
tions for  the  project. 

Your  committee  therefore  suggests  that  the  following 
articles  be  inserted  in  the  town  warrant  for  March  1947 
meeting: 

ARTICLE  I.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  formulate 
plans  for  a  water  supply  system,  a  sewerage  system  and  a 
sewerage  disposal  plant. 

ARTICLE  11.  To  see  if  the  town  will  elect  a  com- 
mittee consisting  of  three  for  the  purpose  of  employing  an 
engineer  or  engineers  for  the  preparation  of  complete 
plans  and  specifications  for  the  building  of  a  water  supply 
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system,  a  sewerage  system  and  a  sewerage  disposal  plant. 
ARTICLE  III.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  author- 
ize the  committee  which  is  to  investigate  and  obtain  plans 
and  specifications  for  the  construction  of  a  water  supply 
system,  a  sewerage  system  and  a  sewerage  disposal  plant  to 
request  from  the  United  States  of  America  an  advance- 
ment of  funds  necessary  to  employ  an  engineer  or  engi- 
neers for  the  preparation  of  complete  plans  and  specifica- 
tions for  the  construction  of  a  water  supply  system,  a  sew- 
erage system  and  a  sewerage  disposal  plant. 

ARTICLE  IV.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  au- 
thorize the  chairman  of  the  board  of  selectmen  and  the 
chairman  of  the  committee  appointed  to  further  investi- 
gate and  plan  for  the  construction  of  a  water  supply  sys- 
tem, a  sewerage  system  and  a  sewerage  disposal  plant  to 
enter  into  a  written  agreement  with  the  United  States  of 
America  for  an  advance  of  funds  to  employ  an  engineer  or 
engineers  for  the  preparation  of  plans  and  specifications 
for  the  project  pursuant  to  Title  V  of  The  War  Mobilization 
and  Reconversion  Act  of  1944  or  any  other  federal  act 
which  would  entitle  the  town  to  such  an  advancement. 

RECOMMENDATIONS 

1.  The  installation  of  water  works  (water  supply  sys- 
tem) ,  a  sewerage  system  and  a  sewerage  disposal  plant. 

2.  That  the  town  vote  to  plan  for  the  installation  and 
construction  of  a  water  works  (water  supply  system),  a 
sewerage  system  and  a  sewerage  disposal  plant. 

3.  That  the  town  authorize  a  committee  to  employ 
an  engineer  or  engineers  for  the  preparation  of  complete 
plans  and  specifications  for  the  proposed  water  works, 
sewerage  system  and  sewerage  disposal  plant. 

4.  That  the  town  vote  to  authorize  the  chairman  of 
the  board  of  selectmen  and  the  chairman  of  the  committee 
on  investigation  and  planning  to  enter  into  a  written 
agreement  with  the  United  States  of  America  for  the  pur- 
pose of  obtaining  advancement  of  funds  necessary  for  the 
preparation  of  plans  and  specifications  for  the  project. 
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5.  That  the  town  seek,  through  a  special  act  of  the 
legislature,  an  extension  of  the  twenty  year  period  to  a 
thirty  year  period  in  which  to  pay  off  its  notes  or  bonds 
which  it  may  issue  to  finance  this  project. 

6.  That  the  town  obtain  water  rights  in  Stone  Pond.

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REPORT  OF  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Marlboro: 

I  herein  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  superin- 
tendent of  schools. 

More  than  a  full  year  has  passed  since  the  end  of 
World  War  II.  The  end  of  the  war  has  brought  no  relief 
to  the  deficiencies  in  the  American  public  school  system. 
The  situation  has  become  steadily  more  critical. 

An  appraisal  of  American  schools  reveals  many  in- 
adequacies in  the  personnel,  facilities  and  services  that 
are  necessary  to  meet  the  needs  of  children  and  the  wel- 
fare of  the  nation. 

Teachers  leaving  the  profession  since  1939  have 
formed  the  greatest  vocational  exodus  in  history.  A  new 
policy  of  teachers  salaries  must  be  established  with  con- 
sideration for  relative  pay  in  other  occupations. 

Adequate  health  facilities  and  programs  are  non- 
existent in  a  very  large  proportion  of  schools.  Sound  health 
is  the  most  valuable  individual  and  national  asset. 

The  health  program  might  well  include  organized 
outdoor  sports  and  recreation  for  all  children  extended 
throughout  the  summer  months.  There  is  also  a  great  need 
for  dental  service  in  the  schools.  The  school  lunch  program 
as  recommended  by  the  United  States  Department  of  Agri- 
culture and  sponsored  by  the  State  Board  of  Education  is 
a  desirable  project.  This  service  has  become  a  definite  part 
of  the  days  program  in  the  Marlboro  schools  and  will  be 
operated  as  an  educational  experience  rather  than  a 
"feeding  station". 

More  opportunities  should  be  offered  for  pupils  to 
practice  the  various  duties  of  citizenship  both  in  the 
schools  and  in  the  community.  The  financial  tribute  ex- 
acted by  crime  in  general  is  great.  "Less  than  two  percent 
of  the  population  may  be  classed  as  criminal,  yet  the  fi- 
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nancial  losses  caused  by  this  small  percent  amounts  to 
more  than  five  times  the  sum  spent  annually  for  public 
education  in  the  interest  of  all  children". 

THE  SCHOOL  PLANT  AND  EQUIPMENT 

The  Marlboro  School  Buildings  are  being  well  main- 
tained. Several  replacements  will  soon  become  necessary 
in  the  high  school  building.  The  ceilings,  furniture  and 
floors  show  the  results  of  many  years  of  constant  service. 
The  toilet  facilities  should  be  replaced  soon. 

The  effectiveness  of  the  heating  system  has  been 
greatly  improved  by  insulating  the  high  school  building. 
By  special  arrangements  with  the  Johns  Manville  Com- 
pany the  cost  of  the  insulation  will  be  paid  annually  by 
net  savings  in  the  amount  of  fuel  consumed.  The  pupils 
and  teachers  have  been  much  more  comfortable  since  this 
improvement. 

The  fire  escape  has  been  strengthened  and  extended 
to  the  ground  on  the  south  side  of  the  building.  The  top 
window  exit  has  also  been  improved. 

A  new  school  lunch  and  home  economics  room  has 
.been  completed.  This  provides  more  than  ample  space  for 
a  standard  size  classroom. 

In  the  process  of  making  these  alterations  two  floor 
timbers  were  replaced  and  two  new  steel  posts  were  added 
to  strengthen  the  building.  The  auxiliary  heating  system 
installed  for  the  science  laboratory  last  year  has  been  ex- 
tended so  that  the  big  boiler  now  provides  ample  radiation 
for  both  basement  classrooms. 

The  new  all  electric  equipment  for  this  room,  made 
possible  by  Federal  Funds,  includes  refrigeration,  ranges 
and  hot  water  facilities.  At  the  present  time  a  full  meal 
can  be  properly  served  to  about  one  hundred  pupils. 

The  labor  necessary  to  prepare  these  lunches  has  been 
provided  through  the  cooperation  of  the  women  in  the 
community.  This  part  of  the  project  has  been  under  the 
leadership  of  the  Parent-Teachers'  Association  and  has 
been  a  great  contribution  to  the  welfare  of  the  school.  It 
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has  been  recommended  that  the  school  district  consider 
the  employment  of  a  regular  adult  worker  for  this  purpose.

At  the  close  of  the  school  year  in  June,  Theodore 
Boorum,  Ann  Kenneally  and  Helen  St.  George  resigned 
from  the  High  School  faculty.  At  that  time  Mabel  Holt 
and  Frances  Cushing  announced  their  retirement  as 
teachers  in  the  elementary  grades.  Grace  Ingham  and  Lars 
Anderson  also  resigned.  Delia  Robbins,  the  school  and 
community  nurse,  had  left  us  as  of  January  1,  1946  and 
was  replaced  by  Ruth  Nichols. 

The  Marlboro  School  District  acknowledges  with 
gratitude  the  long  and  faithful  services  of  these  people  in 
our  schools.  To  Mabel  Holt  belongs  the  honor  of  more  than 
half  a  century  of  successful  leadership  in  teaching  high 
ideals,  good  habits,  and  the  basic  learning  processes  to  the 
younger  pupils  of  this  community.  This  record  of  service 
for  the  welfare  of  others  is  outstanding.  The  former  pu- 
pils of  Miss  Holt,  Miss  Cushing,  Grace  Ingham  and  Lars 
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Anderson  join  with  the  school  officials  in  this  fine  tribute 
to  their  former  leaders. 

The  assignment  of  teachers  and  pupil  activities  are 
indicated  in  the  detailed  report  of  the  Headmaster  which 
is  submitted  herewith  with  that  of  the  school  nurse. 

The  school  district  is  fortunate  in  retaining  the  ser- 
vices of  fully  qualified  teachers  throughout  the  entire 
school  system  during  the  present  teacher  shortage.  The 
new  teachers;  Mr.  Frazer,  Miss  Miner,  Miss  Streeter,  Mrs. 
Scott,  Mrs.  Clark  and  the  Teachers  from  the  College  in 
Keene  are  all  doing:  good  work. 

The  plan  to  maintain  a  music  teacher  in  the  schools 
ended  suddenly  at  the  beginning  of  the  school  year  when 
Mr.  Rodney  Wiggin,  the  Union  Music  Supervisor,  resigned 
and  accepted  a  position  elsewhere.  No  suitable  candidate 
for  this  specialized  work  has  become  available.  Miss  Streeter 
has  organized  a  glee  club  in  the  elementary  grades  and 
Miss  Chapman  has  done  vocal  work  with  the  high  school 
group.

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HEADMASTER'S  REPORT  FOR  1946

I  herewith  submit  my  fourth  annual  report  as  Head- 
master of  Marlboro  High  School. 

ENROLLMENT 

At  the  close  of  the  last  school  year  there  was  an  en- 
rollment of  56  in  grades  9-12  and  41  in  grades  7  and  8.  In 
September,  the  figures  were  68  for  senior  high  and  49  for 
junior  high.  This  represented  a  total  increase  of  twenty 
pupils  over  the  June  figures.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that 
only  two  members  of  last  year's  eighth  grade  did  not  enter 
high  school.  The  September  figures  when  tabulated  by 
grade  and  sex  show  the  following:

SCHOLARSHIP

average  minimum  of  two  hours  per  day  in  study  outside  of 
school  time. 
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All  teachers  are  assigned  certain  afternoons  when  they 
are  in  their  rooms  to  assist  pupils  needing  individual  at- 
tention. More  pupils  should  be  encouraged  by  the  parents 
to  take  advantage  of  these  periods  for  special  help.

SPECIAL  ACTIVITIES 

During  the  second  half  of  the  last  school  year  the 
usual  social  events  were  held.  Attempts  were  made  to  run 
these  on  a  high  level  with  educational  value.  Outstanding 
among  these  was  the  Junior  Promenade  held  in  the  Com- 
munity House  in  May. 

The  school  magazine  which  is  a  project  of  the  Junior 
Class  was  published  twice  between  February  and  June. 
The  sponsors  made  little  profit  on  this  project  but  believe 
it  is  worthwhile  as  it  gives  all  a  chance  to  express  them- 
selves in  writing. 

The  pupils  continued  to  participate  in  the  program 
of  The  United  States  Treasury  Department,  making  week- 
ly purchases  of  stamps  and  bonds.  Unfortunately,  this  was 
not  as  well  supported  as  in  past  years. 
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In  May  the  Annual  Scholarship  Day  was  revived  at  the 
Teachers  College.  Marlboro  High  School  was  represented 
by  Lois  Olson,  Bertha  Tonseth  and  Walter  Sanders.  This 
team  competed  in  English  Grammar  and  made  the  best 
showing  of  all  at  Keene  and  placed  second  in  the  entire 
state. 

Also  in  May,  members  of  the  student  body  went  to 
Newport  to  participate  in  the  Auditions  Festival  sponsored 
by  the  New  Hampshire  Music  Educators'  Association.  The 
group  took  part  in  the  chorus  division  and  received  good 
rating. 

During  the  present  school  year  several  activities  have 
been  carried  on  which  help  the  pupils  to  develop  socially. 
The  Sophomores  took  proper  steps  to  make  the  Freshmen 
full  fledged  members  of  the  school  on  September  27  with 
the  usual  initiation  and  reception.  This  affair  was  well 
carried  out  and  showed  careful  planning. 

The  films  obtained  through  the  University  of  New 
Hampshire  Library  have  been  of  good  quality  and  of  high 
educational  value.  These  have  been  supplemented  by  free 
films  obtained  from  commercial  organizations. 

The  Annual  Harvest  Dance  was  held  in  the  Town  Hall 
in  October.  This  was  sponsored  by  the  Juniors  and  was 
most  successful  in  all  respects. 

In  November,  the  Seniors  sponsored  the  dramatic  pro- 
duction " Junior  Miss."  All  the  parts  were  well  taken  and 
many  pupils  who  were  appearing  on  the  stage  for  the  first 
time  showed  considerable  ability. 

The  fall  term  came  to  a  close  on  December  20,  with  a 
Christmas  Assembly.  A  varied  program,  including  a  one 
act  play  and  several  numbers  appropriate  to  the  season, 
was  followed  by  an  exchange  of  gifts  and  the  enjoyment 
of  refreshments.  This  annual  assembly  means  much  to  the 
pupils  as  all  show  respect  and  reverence  to  the  true  mean- 
ing of  the  holiday. 

CLASS  OF,  1946 
All  fourteen  members  of  this  class  who  were  gradu- 
ated on  June  14,  are  either  receiving  higher  education  or 
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are  gainfully  employed.  It  is  commendable  that  eight  of 
this  total  number  are  now  in  school.  Three  are  attending 
Keene  Teachers  College,  two  are  at  Becker  Junior  College 
in  Worcester,  Mass.,  one  is  at  the  University  of  New  Hamp- 
shire, one  at  Boston  University  and  one  at  Cushing  Acad- 
emy. Two  of  the  boys  are  in  the  Armed  Forces.  The  remain- 
ing four  members  of  the  class  are  employed  locally,  two 
of  them  holding  positions  determined  by  their  high  school 
training. 

It  was  the  pleasure  of  the  Headmaster  and  Mrs.  Gor- 
don to  accompany  the  group  on  a  six  day  trip  to  Washing- 
ton, D.  C.  and  New  York  City  during  the  April  vacation. 
Much  educational  value  came  from  this  trip.  The  group 
was  particularly  impressed  by  visits  to  the  Federal  Bureau 
of  Investigation,  the  Bureau  of  Engraving  and  Printing, 
and  the  Capitol.  The  pupils  met  Senator  Bridges  and  visited 
the  offices  of  Congressman  Adams.  The  two  days  spent  in 
New  York  City  proved  to  be  very  enlightening  as  members 
of  the  group  became  aware  of  the  complexity  of  such  a 
metropolis. 

The  Baccalaureate  Service,  held  in  the  Community 
House  on  Sunday,  June  9,  1946,  opened  the  activities  of 
Commencement  Week.

The  loss  of  players  by  graduation  in  1945  was  keenly 
felt  during  the  early  part  of  the  last  basketball  season. 
The  teams  improved  as  the  season  advanced  and  the  boys 
finished  with  a  record  of  11  wins  and  7  losses.  The  girls 
team  broke  even  in  fourteen  games  and  finished  in  third 
place  in  the  Monadnock  League. 

In  baseball  the  team  met  strong  competition  and  won 
three  of  seven  games.  Again  lack  of  seasoned  material  was 
a  handicap.

HELP  YOUR  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  PREVENT  FIRES— IT  PAYS! 

The  prevention  of  forest  fires  is  the  most  important  and  difficult 
part  of  the  work  of  your  forest  fire  warden  who  heads  a  local  organi- 
zation set  up  primarily  for  the  security  of  your  community's  forest 
property.  The  importance  and  value  of  the  work  of  the  forest  fire 
warden  and  his  deputies  is,  perhaps,  best  appreciated  during  hazardous 
periods  when  fire  danger  is  greatest.  The  public,  however,  looks  to  him  at 
all  times  for  speedy  and  economical  suppression  of  going  fires 

To  property  fulfill  his  mission,  the  warden  needs  the  generous  and 
understanding  cooperation  of  the  public  at  large.  He  attempts  to  secure 
this  cooperation  by  the  posting  of  caution  notices,  news  items  and  by 
word  of  mouth,  always  carefully  explaining  the  necessity  of  restrictions 
imposed.  In  the  matter  of  giving  cooperation,  however,  the  public  often 
fails.  The  record  shows  that  an  average  of  7,300  acres  of  woodland 
are  burned  over  by  forest  fires  in  New  Hampshire  each  year.  Analysis 
of  fire  causes  reveal  the  fact  that  more  than  98  percent  of  all  forest 
fires  are,  consistently,  the  result  of  human  carelessness  and  are  pre- 
ventable. 

The  careless  smoker  fails  to  properly  extinguish  his  cigar,  cigarette 
or  pipe  ashes  or  thoughtlessly  throws  them  from  the  car  window;  the 
debris  burner  fails  or  refuses  to  consult  the  warden,  as  the  law  requires 
when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow,  before  attempting  to  burn; 
campers  fail  to  properly  extinguish  their  fires  or  frequently  build  fires 
when  conditions  are  unfavorable. 

Remember  these  rules: 

1.  Use  ordinary  common  sense  with  fire  in  and  near  woodland. 

2.  Comply  with  requirements  on  the  use  of  fire  in  and  near 
woodland  and  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with  snow, 
secure  written  permission  to  burn  from  the  forest  fire 
warden. 

3.  Be  careful  when  smoking  in  or  near  woodlands.  Don't  throw 

lighted  material  from  moving  vehicles. 

4.  Cooperate  with  and  assist  the  warden  and  urge  others  to 
do  so. 

5.  HELP  YOUR  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  PREVENT  FHtES— 

his  efforts  are  only  as  effective  as  is  the  cooperation  you  give 
him!
